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284—5.15(261A) Other groups of records. This rule describes groups of records maintained by the
agency other than record systems as defined in rule 5.1(261A). These records are routinely available
to the public. However, the agency’s files of these records may contain confidential information as
discussed in rule 5.13(261A). The records listed may contain information about individuals.

5.15(1) Rule making. Rule-making records may contain information about individuals making
written or oral comments on proposed rules. This information is collected pursuant to lowa Code
section 17A.4.

5.15(2) Authority records, agendas, minutes, and materials presented to the authority are available
from the office of the authority.

5.15(3) Publications. News releases, annual reports, project reports, and agency newsletters, etc.,
are available from the office of the authority.

5.15(4) Statistical reports. Periodic reports of statistics records for various agency problems are
available from the office of the authority.

5.15(5) Loans. Records on institutions receiving loans for facilities or student loans are available
through the office of the authority. The information is collected under the authority of lowa Code chapter
261A.

5.15(6) All other records that are not exempted from disclosure by law.
